United States It grows in sagebrush, desert flats, and mountain slopes. 

Suggested Maintenance:  Cut last year’s stems back to the ground level in spring.  Deadheading will not ex-

tend flowering.  Mulch with gravel or pine needles.  

Other:  The leaves of Munro’s Globemallow are covered in fine, white hairs that minimize the effects of sun 

and wind exposure.  This lessens the plant’s daily water loss.  Seeds are produced in multiple capsules that 

form a sphere, hence, the name “globemallow.”
